2. Citations and explanations: 

The inventions of claims 1-20 appear to involve an inventive step 
over the documents cited in the ISR. AlQiough these documents describe 
a gentian -derived UDP-glucose: anthocyanin 3'-glycosyltransferase 
(3'GT) gene and an Antirrhinum majus-dcnwcd aurone synthase gene, 
they do not describe an Antirrhinum majus-dcnved UDP-glucose; 
42',4',6'-tetrahydroxychalcone 4'glycosyltransferaxe gene (4'CGT), nor 
is this a matter that could be easily conceived of from the documents cited 
in the ISR by a person skilled in the art. 
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
